Charles Scribner’s Sons announce an edition 
of Chesterfield’s Letters, which in three volumes 
contain all the matter published by Lord Mahon 
in his five-volume edition (1845-1853), and the 
omitted passages, printed for the first time in 
1853, which now appear in their proper places.

His reflection on 
that experience, owing to a studious and meditative 
lot apart from the material struggle of society, has 
also, as he believes, been uncommonly earnest and pa¬ 
tient. In consequence of these facts he feels he has 
something to say which is fitted to be of use to the dif¬ 
ferent classes of sufferers always abounding in the 
world. He hopes to communicate his message in a win¬ 
some and effective way, free from the perfunctory 
quality and mawkish traits so prominent in most books 
dedicated to this subject.

PROFESSION OF BOOKSELLING.—XIII. 

BUYING STOCK,—IV. 

[Continued from page 866.] 

In laying in a stock of standards, the buyer 
will always be puzzled which of the many com¬ 
peting editions to prefer. And, indeed, with 
such an embarrassment of riches it would be 
presumptuous to offer advice. Only long ex¬ 
perience in selling certain grades should de¬ 
termine the choice. But whatever editions the 
buyer may determine upon, we would impress 
upon him the importance of keeping also the 
very cheapest to be had in the market, in order 
that he may be prepared to compete with the un¬ 
derseller. We should also advise buying a medi¬ 
um-priced edition for the intelligent book-buyer, 
who feels that he cannot afford to buy the best 
edition, and who rpay be, shall we say shamed, 
into buying something better than the poorest 
in the market, by simply showing him the con¬ 
trast between that and the one of medium 
price. To illustrate this point : A customer 
wants a set of Dickens. He can’t afford to spend 
more than ten dollars, and has heard of a good 
set for five dollars. You show him the set for five 
or six dollars, and then let him see one for twelve 
or fifteen dollars; the chances are that it will re¬ 
quire very little argument to sway his judgment 
in favor of the better made book. If the inferior 
edition were not on hand it would be more diffi¬ 
cult to convince the purchaser that the difference 
is really so great as becomes evident upon com¬ 
parison, and very often the absence of the proof 
sends the customer to the store where only the 
cheap lines are kept. The cheap twelvemos 
should be kept in stock for the same purpose. 
We are convinced that retailers who refuse to 
carry these cheap goods make a serious mistake, 
and lose many sales in persisting in such a course. 
Carrying these goods soon convinces a customer 
that his bookseller sells books as cheaply as any 
one in town, and he will not easily be upset by 
the misleading advertisements of the professional 
underseller. Imagine the effect upon a customer, 
who may walk into your store with an advertise¬ 
ment announcing that your rival in the dry-goods 
store offers a $10 set of Dickens for $4.99, when 
you assure him that you are in a position to 
supply precisely the same set for $4.50. It 


may not be a money-making transaction then 
and there, but as a means of keeping a customer 
the investment may be regarded as a cheap and 
effective advertisement. 

Buying stock in fine bindings is a delicate 
matter—as it is also an expensive one. Whether 
to buy in sheets and have the binding done to 
order, or to buy in the styles supplied by the 
publisher, depends altogether upon the nature of 
your custom. As a rule, the styles furnished by 
the publisher satisfy the ordinary tastes in this 
direction, besides being cheaper than special 
bindings. On the other hand, buying in sheets 
enables one to indulge in novelties in binding, or 
to suit peculiar and extravagant tastes. Publish¬ 
ers generally allow ten cents per copy for the 
cloth binding when a book is ordered in sheets. 

The buyer has his hands full when he faces 
editions de luxe. They are always expensive, and 
in most cases equal an unknown quantity—espe¬ 
cially as to the probable number of volumes. 
There are not many people who care for these 
expensive issues, and so naturally the buyer hesi¬ 
tates, for should he get nipped with one or more 
of such sets, he will have on his hands a grow¬ 
ing phantom that will mock him every time a new 
volume of the set is delivered at the store. It 
will be well before ordering to canvass the opin¬ 
ions of the salesmen as to the probabilities and 
possibilities of handling such. Not that we sug¬ 
gest any shirking of responsibility—it is rather a 
division of responsibility; for aside from the feel¬ 
ing of being complimented by being asked to help 
select this stock, the salesmen will feel that they 
are a party to the purchase, and therefore will 
be more likely to use their best efforts to sell it. 

We should advise the retailer by all means to 
handle as much of this class of stock as he pos¬ 
sibly can, because it is not only profitable but 
gives prestige to his business. Secure circulars, 
with your imprint, in advance, and send them to 
your best customers, with a request to call at 
your store. Show the sample volume to every 
likely customer. Even those who may not buy 
will feel flattered at having such books shown 
them. 

“ Remainders” are always a sore temptation to 
the average buyer. When Mr. Drummer, to 
whom we referred in our issue of April 30, ap¬ 
proaches you with the statement that he has only 
twenty sets left of a certain edition of which 
there will not be a new one in six weeks at the 
earliest, and that he can make the figures so ab¬ 
surdly low that you will probably be obliged to 
hire police to keep the customers in line when 
you announce your price for them, why you will 
hardly withstand the tempter and will take the 
lot off his hands. And we hardly know what to 
advise, because we have known much of this stock 
to be handled to great advantage. But there is 
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great risk ; and there are many who could not 
sell remainders at however low a price, while 
others never could get a large enough supply. 

Great care must be exercised in buying tech¬ 
nical books; indeed, unless a special demand is 
certain for such books, they should be bought on 
order only. In buying school books it will be 
well to obtain an approximate list of the amount 
of books that will be used before the beginning 
of the term, from the superintendent, principals 
or teachers, comparing the list with previous 
purchases, make out orders from these data, 
and send out the order in ample time to have 
the stock on hand when wanted. 

As to miscellaneous stock, novelties, station • 
ery, etc., take it as an axiom that the smaller the 
locality in which, commercially, your tent is 
pitched, the greater the number and # variety of 
lines you must stock. In a metropolis a reason¬ 
able profit may be realized, even in one of the 
most thickly settled districts, by the sale of one 
specific article, while in a smaller town the shut¬ 
ters would have to be put up in a week if that profit 
was figured on. In centres of medium size $500 
laid out in one hundred distinct lines of stock are 
more likely to bring in a living profit than twice 
that sum invested in two or three heavy deliveries 
of specialities. If you have $200 to lay out in 
faincy goods, get the most diversified variety at¬ 
tainable; if certain lines sell, it will be easy to re¬ 
place them; if others do not sell, they probably 
form only a small proportion of the whole. 

44 One article sells another,” is a hoary trade 
foVerb. Then multiply your chances of doing 
usiness by multiplying the variety of your 
stock. Mixed lines are paying lines. It is 
Wholly a mistake to suppose that heavy stocks of 
goods of one class or another are necessary for a 
good turnover. It is a very risky business to make 
purchases of large lines in the hope that your es¬ 
tablishment will be able to control all of one 
make of goods in your town. Competition will 
take care that you do not. The man who has a 
Stock all paid for, and who has had long experi¬ 
ence in his business, can afford, if any man can, 
to speculate in this way, but not so the man the 
goods in whose store belong to his creditors. It 
generally holds good that the most profitable re¬ 
tail concerns to-day are found to be those whose 
stocks are the most varied, even if they be small. 
We could point to stores in main streets of 
thriving towns whose appearance gives evidence 
of prosperity, and yet whose whole stock ex¬ 
ceeds but little the value of a few months’ re¬ 
ceipts. The secret is that the variety is great, 
the stock is selected with a nice perception of the 
tastes of the inhabitants or visitors; and, above 
all, is displayed to the finest advantage, and pre¬ 
sided over by intelligent and capable salesmen.

THE AMERICAN-J EWISH HISTORICAL 
SOCIETY. 

The American-Jewish Historical Society 
was organized on the 6th inst. at the Jewish Theo¬ 
logical Seminary, 736 Lexington Avenue, New 
York City. The society has for its object the 
collection, preservation and publishing of data 
concerning the settlement and history of the 
Jews in America. Its operations will be in the 
main concerned with the, United States, but it 
will devote some attention to the rest of the 
continent and to South America. The follow¬ 
ing officers were elected: President, Oscar M. 
Stranisch; First Vice-President, Dr. Charles 
.Gross; Second Vice-President, John Bach Me- 
Master; Third Vice-President, Simon W. Rosen- 
dale, of Albany; Corresponding Secretary, Dr.

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AN ENGLISH COPYRIGHT CASE. 

THE LONDON TIMES vs. THE ST. JAMES' 
GAZETTE. 

Justice North, of the Chancery Division of 
Her Majesty’s High Court of Justice, on the 2d 
inst., handed down his decision in the copyright 
action brought by the Times against the St. 
James 1 Gazette for reprinting Kipling’s letters 
lrom the United States to the Times and other 
articles. 

Justice North granted an injunction regarding 
the Kipling article, which, he said, the St. James 1 
Gazette had not printed as an illustration or criti¬ 
cism, but in exactly the same manner as if that 
paper had written or purchased it. He said that 
there were circumstances, notwithstanding the 
fact that articles were copyrighted, under which 
the St. James 1 Gazette might have copied pas¬ 
sages from the articles. Justice North also de¬ 
cided the question of copyright in news and tele¬ 
grams in favor of the Ti?nes. He said there 
was. or might be. copyright in the particular 
mode in which infoimation is conveyed. No 
damages were awarded the Times. The St. 
James Gazette pays the cost of the action.

Bret Harte’s young daughter, Miss Jessamy 
Harte, will make her literary debut in the July 
Ladies' Home Journal with a most entertaining 
description of “ Camp Life in the Adirondacks,” 
in which it is claimed inherited literary tenden¬ 
cies, not unlike those evidenced in Bret Harte’s 
earlier work, are clearly shown. Miss Harte is a 
girl still in her teens, and has artistic as well as 
literary proclivities, as one of the illustrations 
accompanying her first article shows. 

A new magazine has been started under the 
title Baconiana , which is edited by Francis J. 
Schulte and published by the firm of which he is 
the head, F. J. Schulte & Co., Chicago. The 
purpose of the new periodical is to offer scholars 
valuable aid in the study of the acknowledged 
writings of Francis Bacon and in the investigation 
of his supposed authorship of certain works not 
publicly acknowledged, including the Shakespeare 
plays and poems. Bacon scholars of both hemi¬ 
spheres and prominent writers on both sides of 
the Bacon-Shakespeare controversy are to be 
among its contributors. The magazine advocates 
the Bacon theory of authorship, but will give 
space to signed articles bearing upon the subject 
whatever the opinion expressed. The periodical 
is to be a quarterly publication and will average 
fifty pages for each issue. 

The Humanitarian is the title of a new mag¬ 
azine just issued by Mrs. Victoria Claflin-Wood- 
hull Martin. The office of publication is No. 20 
Vesey Street, New York City, and the editorial 
sanctums are in Mrs. Woodhull-Martin’s resi- 
dences.No. 142 West Seventieth Street,New York, 
and 17 Hyde Park Gate, London. After the first 


number it will be brought out simultaneously in 
New York and London. In its first issue the 
Humanitarian contains two contributions from 
the pen of Mrs. Martin. These are entitled 
“Aristocracy of Blood” and “Humanitarian 
Government.” Among other articles are “A 
Theory of Life,” by A. Nolan Martin, and 
“ Philosophy in Fable,” by Paul Blanc. 
“ Humanitarian Government ” embodies the 
platform upon which Mrs. Martin will run for the 
Presidency, and also contains suggestions of 
what she will do if the people see fit to send her 
to the White House.

Town Topics, 21 W. Twenty-fourth Street, 
N. Y., has issued No. 4 of “ Tales from Town 
Topics ,” a series of short stories appropriate to 
the summer season. 

Lew Vanderpoole & Co., 245 Broadway, N. 
Y., have just issued “The Primrose Path,” a 
story of the stage by “ Nym Crinkle,” the well- 
known dramatic critic. 

A. Lovell & Co. announce that the Ca 7 nelot 
Series, Canterbury Poets and Great Writers 
(small paper) series (published by Walter Scott) 
will be continued in the present styles of binding, 
and at the same prices. 

Under the title of “ A Mexican Night” have 
been published the toasts and responses at the 
complimentary dinner given by Walter S. Logan 
at the Democratic Club, New York, on December 
16, 1891, to Senor Don Matthias Romero, Mexi¬ 
can Minister to the United States. 

John M. Scudder, Cincinnati, O., will shortly 
publish the sixth revised edition of Scudder’s 
“ Principles of Medicine the ninth edition of 
King’s “American Eclectic Obstetrics,” revised 
and rewritten by Dr. R. C. Wintermuth, and 
Scudder’s “Eclectic Family Physician.” 

Watson Gill, of Syracuse, has arranged with 
the publishers of Mark Twain’s “ Tom Sawyer” 
(The American Publishing Co., of Hartford) for 
a dollar edition of this popular book. It will 
contain all the more striking illustrations of the 
large edition, and will be out in August. 

Judge Putnam, of the United States Circuit 
Court, held in Boston, June 4, has decided that 
books bound in a foreign country more than 
twenty years ago are entitled to entry duty free, 
although, because of their age and use, they have 
been rebound within twenty years. The court 
says that rebinding is not binding. 

Public Opinion's $150, $100 and $50 prizes 
for the best three essays on plans of taxation for 
national, state and municipal purposes, have been 
awarded, respectively, to Walter E. Weyl, of 
Philadelphia, Robert Luce, of Boston, and Bolton 
Hall, of New York. These prize essays, with 
three others, will be published in a single volume 
by T. Y. Crowell & Co. 

Frances I. Webb, on the 8th inst., in the New 
York Court of Common Pleas, before, Judge 
Bookstaver, obtained a verdict for $250 against 
Peter F. Collier, the publisher, as damages 
for a manuscript novel which she submitted to 
him. Mr. Collier claimed that he lost the 
manuscript, and was therefore not responsible. 
The Judge thought differently. 

The double postal-card, the only means yet 
provided for the payment in the International 
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Mail Service of return postage by the sender of 
a communication, will be ready for sale at United 
States post-offices on July 1 next, and with the 
large-sized postal-card, introduced by the present 
administration, quite a long message may be sent 
and received at a cost of four cents. 

One of the interesting literary announcements 
of the spring season is that of a new novel by 
Dorothea Gerard, the popular author of “ Ortho¬ 
dox,” etc., and the joint author with Emilv 
Gerard of “A Sensitive Plant” and “ Reata ” 
The new book which bears the title of “A 
Queen of Curds and Cream,” will be published 
shortly in Appletons' Town and Country Library . 

A few of our contemporaries seem to be mis¬ 
informed as to the plans of the D. Lothrop Com¬ 
pany, when they report some contemplated 
changes (owing to the death of Mr. D. Lothrop) 
in its management. The company desires to say 
that all such reports are entirely without foun¬ 
dation. There are no important changes, and 
everything is to go on as usual, carrying out the 
future plans for the house as laid down by Mr. 
D. Lothrop. 

Charles J. Baker, of Baltimore, has present¬ 
ed to the American Bible Society a manuscript 
containing the whole Bible written in the Latin 
language. The volume is a curious one, and it is 
supposed that it was written in the fourteenth 
century. It is written on vellum, and the labor 
in preparing it can be imagined when it is said 
that the script is so small that the letters cannot 
be distinguished without the aid of a powerful 
magnifying glass. 

Daniel M. Tredwell will bring out for the 
holiday trade “ A Monograph on Lace as a Fine 
Art.” The work, which will be limited to five 
hundred copies, will be a handsome quarto of 
about three hundred pages, with forty full-page 
illustrations of lace, taken principally from the 
Fischer collection. It will treat of the history of 
point lace, in sketches and anecdotes of social 
and court life in France from Henry 111. to 
Napoleon ill., and in England from Elizabeth to 
Victoria; referring also to lace manufacture in 
Italy, Spain, Belgium and America. The work 
will be ready by the 1st of November. 

William Loring Andrews, ex-President of 
the Grolier, is seeing through the press a work 
entitled “Jean Grolier : some account of his life 
and famous library.” The work is being printed 
at the De Vinne Press, in a limited edition of 150 
copies, of which 10 are to be on Japan paper and 
140 on Holland paper. The illustrations, in gold 
and colors by the artotype process of Bierstadt, 
include reproductions of six Grolier book-covers 
in the possession of New York collectors, the ar¬ 
morial bearings of Grolier, the church where he 
is buried, a bronze medal of Aldus, and Jost Am¬ 
man s pictures of the printer, binder, engraver 
and paper-maker. A few of the copies on Holland 
paper will be for sale by Duprat & Co. 


The Lowell Memorial Committee has decided 
to fill two windows in the vestibule of the Cnap- 
ter House at Westminster. 

J. A. Stargardt, the well-known antiquarian 
bookseller of Berlin, has for sale the original 
letters of Goethe to Charlotte von Stein, which 
were printed in Adolph Schdll’s edition (1SS3). 
The letters, which are bound up in chronological 


order in seven folio volumes, number 174S in all, 
extending from the year 1776 to 1829. 

W. T. Stead, the former editor of The Pall Mall 
Gazette , has on foot an enterprise for the transla¬ 
tion of the Scriptures “ into the language of the 
ordinary man and woman of our own time.” He 
has eighteen translators at work on the New 
Testament, divided into groups of three or four ; 
and he expects to publish the Gospels and Acts 
this year. 

A bookseller near the British Museum, hav¬ 
ing recently sold some books to Mr. Gladstone, 
for which a check for £9 was sent, instead of cash¬ 
ing the check, placed it in a prominent place in 
one of his windows, where it attracted the atten¬ 
tion of many country cousins. The check was 
drawn on Sir Samuel Scott & Co. (the firm in 
which the Duke of Fife is a partner), and the sig¬ 
nature to the check is said tq be far more legible 
than those usually affixed to the well-known post¬ 
cards. 

Sir Gilbert Campbell, the novelist, whose 
arrest was announced in London on the 5th inst., 
was remanded in the Bow Street Police Court on 
the 6th. He is charged, together with an art- 
dealer named Morgan and an accountant named 
Tolman, with conspiring to obtain fees from 
authors' on the pretence of getting their writings 
published. The conspirators, it is also charged, 
attempted to defraud artists by pretending to be 
able, for a consideration, to secure prominent 
places for their paintings at the Royal Academy 
exhibitions. 

Eugene Field has heard that in a second-hand 
book-shop in London is to be seen a complete set 
of Voltaire’s works in fifty volumes, bound in 
what is technically known as “ law calf.” He 
says it evidently belonged originally to a lawyer, 
who hesitated to let his clients know that he was 
given to reading anything so mischievously frivo¬ 
lous as the philosopher of Ferney, and so had the 
books bound to look like ordinary law-books, and 
put upon each the prosaic inscription, “ Arouet’s 
Reports ;” a bit of humor which, he says, will be 
appreciated by those only who recall that the 
great philosopher’s name was Arouetde Voltaire. 

The unpublished “ Diary of Victor Hugo,” 
which is soon to be brought out in London, was 
not written by him but by his son ; but his own 
corrections are distinct and evidently written with 
a much broader pen than that used by his son. 
It is impossible, it is said, to overrate the extra¬ 
ordinary interest of these volumes. Hugo’s 
French executors, according to the N.Y. Tribune , 
are much aggrieved by the sudden appearance of 
this journal, of which they knew nothing. After 
the author’s death, his sister-in-law, Madame Che- 
nay, was in charge of Hauteville House, and it is 
conjectured that, unknown to her, the mss. were 
found hidden away and were sold by some ser¬ 
vant.
